TOKYO'S AUTOMATIC 
PHONE. 


New Equipment To Be 
Installed. 


Taking advantage of ‘the de- 
struction of old style telephone 
equipment in the earthquake, the 
Tokyo Telephone Bureau has 
announced that all of the tele- 
phone central offices destroyed in 
the: September disaster will be 
replaced with automatic tela- 
phone equipment, Teports . the 
dapon Advertiser. 

This statement was made 
recently by, Mr. Naokazu Shim- 
yo, Superintendent of the Tokyo 
Telephone Bureau. 

The installation of automatic 
telephones will greatly facilitate 
the use of telephones by foreign- 
ers who do nut understand 
Japanese, as @ number is ob- 
tained by shifting mumerical 
figures on a dial attached to the 
telephone-instead of calling an 
operator and asking for the 
number. 

COMPLETION IN 1925. 
. The present plans for restor- 
ation of the telephone system 
will not be completed until 1925, 
and meanwhile work of tem- 
porary restoration, will be rushed 
to meet present needs of sub-. 
scribers. - 

“Asa result of the September’ 
earthquake, 16 out of 20 telephone 
central offices in the city were 
destroyed, causing damage esti- 
mated at Y 150,000,000, Mr. Shim-

" The fact was disclosed at yes- 

terday’s meeting of the Hong- 

korg Tramway Company thata 
.[tender had been sent in by that 
concern for the rights of operat- 
ion a system in Kowloon. - It has 
been known for some time past 
that several companies have 
responded to the Government's 
invitation for tenders, but there 
is still considerable doubt as to 
whether Kowloon will have any 
trams at all. The current Bud- 
get, it iy true, makes provision 
for expenditure in gonnection 
with the laying of tbe track, but 
from the remarks made at the 
Budget meeting it would appear 
that the Government ‘itself is in 
doubt as to the relative merits of 
trams-and motor buses. As we 
judge the situation, the Govern- 
ment, before coming to a final 
decision on the subject, is 
desirous of securing definite cata 
on the comparative costs of 
establishing ~ and miaintainiog 
tram and.bus services,.because 
this would be a factor in the 
eventual charges to be made to 
the public. We presume it is 
for’ this spécific reason that 
tenders have been called for; the 
taking of such a step certainly 
does not imply that trams are.to 
be decided upon. No doubt the 
tenderers are fully conscious of 
that point. 


We are not coyvinced, how- 
ever, that the question of cost 
should by any means be the 
(deciding factor on this question. 
It is admittedly an important 
one, but efficiency of service, 
mobility, and the. preservation 
of our roads” are also matters 
which should ‘be taken into 
serious consideration. Indeed, 
if the Government has no real 
intention of approving e .tram- 
way scheme, we cannot see that 
much is to be gained from the. 
calling of tenders. The question 
of cost-could, we should have 
thought, have been disposed of 
-by the collection of figures. re- 
ew lating to: localities where both

an appreciation of the rea! thing. 


Naval Construction. 


One feature of the new Govern- 
ment’s attempt to alleviate 
unemployment has already 
caused considerable discussion. 
This is the proposal to build a 
number of pew cruisers, The 
first intimation was received by 
a section of the House of Com- 
mons with ironical cheers, almost 
jeers, as it seems directly opposed 
to Labour's declared pacitic and 
economical policy. Further 
reports indicate that the Liberals 
are the main opponents of the 
idea; the majority of Labourites 
apparently being sullenly ac- 
quiescent so as not to embarrass 
their Cabinet. However, the 
scheme appears to be all but put 


through, and will probably receiva|. 


very strong support from — the 
country as a whole. Apart from 
the provision of work for thou- 
sands of men, whether ashore or 
afloat, who. would otherwise be 


unemployed, the proposal. opens | - 


up a wider vista—that of adequate 
Imperial defence and generel 
preparedness. It is pleasing to 
note thet the Labour influence in 
the Government is not actuated 
by hide-bound party principles, 
but is ready to take a broad- 
minded view of-national safety 
measures. It is a very good 
augury for the future.
